This  collection  consists  of  the  personal  correspondence 
of  John  Court  Bagby  (1819-1896)  county  and  circuit  judge  and 
IDemocratic  M.  C.  from  Rushville,  Illinois.  There  are  letters 
from  Schuyler  County  citizens  who  went  to  California  in  the 


gold  rush;  Copperhead  activity  in  Schuyler  County  during  the 
Civil  War;  national  and  local  political  campaigns  from  1856  to 
1886.  Bagby  helped  organize  the  Republican  party  and  was  active 
in  all  the  campaigns  of  Abraham  Lincoln.  In  1872  he  became  a 
Democrat  and  was  a  member  of  Congress,  1875/76.  The  political 

correspondence  from  1872  on  reflects  the  Democratic  viewpoint.

Bagby  was  interested  in  railroads  in  Illinois  and  there  is  cor¬ 
respondence  with  the  Lafayette,  Bloomington  &  Mississippi  R.R. 
and  the  Peoria  &  Hannibal  R.R.  companies.  Throughout  are  letters 
rel  to  Bagby1 s  law  practice.

Rev.  Bunn  was  a  Chaplain  of  the  $6tn  Ill.  Inf.  Regt.  He  was 
in  Shawneetown  until  March  19 9  1362.  The  diary  up  to  this  date 
is  dull  and  uninteresting.  It  deals  with  his  hospital  visits, 
the  Ohio  River  flooding  Shawneetown  and  fights,  brawls  and  weddings. 

Left  Shawneetown  March  19  and  arrived  in  Paducah  the  next 

morning. 

Rev.  James  F.  J&quees  is  mentioned  several  times.  On  Apr.  4> 

1862  he  mentions  hearing  a  speech  by  Mr.  Emerson  Etheridge  of  Tenn. 

Deals  principally  with  his  hospital  calls,  however,  good 
description  of  river  trip  from  Paducah  to  Pittsburg  Landing.

There 
are  no  letters  from  Nov.  1862  to  April  1863*  then  he  writes 
from  Benton  Barracks.  In  Sept.  1863  he  is  sent  to  Curve  Station 
Tenn.,  and  is  in  a  Memphis  hospital  in  Nov.  X  63.

George  Marsh  was  a  Presbyterian  preacher  and  teacher,  who  came  from 
New  York  state  to  Brookfield  township,  LaSalle  county,  Illinois  in 
1&35.  Correspondence  consists  of  letters  to  him  from  friends  and  rela¬ 
tives  in  the  east  regarding  family  affairs,  proposed  plans  for  moving 
to  Illinois,  description  of  St.  Joseph  Mo.  in  gold  rush  (1350). 

Letters  of  George  Marsh,  jr. ,  1362-1379. 

George  Marsh,  jr.,  son  of  above,  served  in  104th  Illinois  infantry, 
Co.  D,  1362-1365.  He  was  wounded  and  given  a  position  in  Quartermaster 
General’ s  office,  Washington,  D.  C.  Remained  in  Washington.  Letters 
written  to  family  in  La  Salle  county  while  in  service  and  later  from 
Washington. 

Summary. 

First  groups,  1320-1359,  of  small  importance.  Show  desire  to  improve 
condition  by  moving  west  but  indecision  is  such  that  every  obstacle 
assumed  major  proportions.  Second  group,  1362-1379,  of  more  interest. 
Civil  War  letters  are  descriptive  of  life  in  camp;  many  admonitions  on 
.financial  investments.  After  arrival  in  Washington,  Feb.  1365,  letters 
are  informative  on  life  in  capitol  during  late  1360s  and  1370s.

In  1862  he  helped  raise  the 
94th  Illinois  Infantry  (McLean  County  Regiment)  and  served  as  its 
Colonel  until  1863.  The  hulk  of  the  letters  cover  the  Civil  War 
p  riod  and  are  written  to  his  wife,  Nannie  (McCullough)  Orme.  He 
served  with  the  94th  in  Arkansas,  Missouri,  and  Mississippi  in- 
eluding  the  Vicksburg  campaign.  In  1863  he  served  as  inspector  of 
military  prisons  and  was  1  ter  stationed  at  Camp  Douglas,  Chicago. 

He  was  promoted  to  Brigadier  General  but  failing  her  1th  led  him. 
to  leave  military  service.  lie  died  of  com3unption  in  1866.  From 
1864-65  he  was  U.  3.  Treasury  agent  at  Memphis,  Term.

He  stopped  the  chartering  of  boats  wholesale  and  advertised 
for  bids  for  transportation  thus  saving  the  government  Billions 
of  dollars  and  greatly  improving  the  service.  Hu  took  persons 1 
charge  of  many  of  the  more  important  troop  movements,  leaving 
his  brother,  Captain  Charles  Parsons,  in  charge  of  the  st.  Louis 
office.  There  are  more  than  t*o  hundred  letters  from  Charles  to 
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Lewis  in  the  Papers. 

President  Lincoln  wrote  to  the  Secretary  of  War,  March  9, 

1665  s 

*1  have  long  thought  that  Col#  Lewis  B#  Parsons  of  the 
.uarter  Master’s  department,  ought  to  be  promoted;  arid  this 

impression  has  been  deepened  by  his  great  success  in  the  re¬ 
cent  matter  of  transporting  troops  from  the  best  to  the  East# 
as  there  any  legal  obstacle  in  the  way?  If  not,  let  the  pro¬ 
motion  be  made  at  one©#* 

This  letter  and  one  of  Lincoln  of  March  17,  1665,  on  the  same 
subject  are  in  the  Papers  as  is  a  fine  letter  of  General  Grant 
of  May  20,  166J.  He  wrote: 

1  have  long  eoaceiplated  writing  you  and  expressing  ay 
satisfaction  with  the  manner  in  which  you  have  discharged  the 
very  responsiule  and  difficult  duties  of  Superintendent  of 
river  and  railroad  transportation  for  the  armies  both  in  the 

west  and  east# « , .* 

The  original  of  this  and  nearly  a  dosen  others  from  Grant  are 
in  the  Parsons  Papers. 

In  1667-1669^  Parsons  accompanied  by  Susan,  his  eldest 
daughter,  travelled  over  Europe  from  Ireland  to  Sweden  and 
dussia,  thence  to  Constantinople,  through  Sgy>t,  the  Holy  Land 
and  on  to  India.  More  than  *  hundred  letters  written  by  the 
tourists,  and  Susan’s  diaries  are  in  the  Persons  Papers. 

In  1647  P arsons  married  Sarah  G.  Edwards,  the  daughter  of 
hr.  Benjamin  F.  Edwards  of  Gt.  Louis  and  niece  of  Governor  Klnian 
Edwards .  3h©  died  in  XB$U  and  two  years  later  he  married  her 
younger  sister  Julia.  Two  children  of  this  marriage,  Charles 
and  Julia,  survived.  The  mother  died  in  I657.

General  Parsons  moved  to  St.  Louis  on  his  return  from  abroad 

and  in  the  following  winter  he  married  Elisabeth  Barrah  of  New 
fork  City.  He  continued  his  interest  in  railroads,  serving  as 
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director  of  the  Ohio  and  Mississippi  and  the  Qt.  Louis,  Kansas 
City  and  Northern,  and  for  three  years  was  president  of  a  bank 

in  3t.  Louis. 

In  187 he  aided  in  establishing  Parsons  College  in  Fair- 
field,  Iowa.  His  father  had  left  to  found  a  col¬ 

lege  of  the  Presbyterian  faith  in  the  State  of  Iowa.  General 
Parsons  and  his  brother  Charles  took  an  active  interest  in  the 
welfare  of  the  institution. 

Declining  health  caused  General  Parsons  to  forsake  business 
life  in  1875 ,  and  to  remove  to  his  fans  at  Flora.  Several  hundred 
of  his  letters  indicate  his  interest  and  wide  knowledge  of  agri¬ 
culture  (c.  1QO  letters  are  from  his  f&ria  manager  during  the 

Civil  war). 

tfith  improved  health  and  the  fans  operation  well  in  hand 
General  Parsons  renewed  his  interest  in  the  Democratic  Pi  rty. 

He  refused  the  nomination  for  Congress  in  1878,  but  in  1880  he 
accepted  the  nomination  for  Lieutenant  Governor  with  his  long¬ 
time  friend,  Lyman  Trumbull,  the  candidate  for  Governor. 

The  Parsons  Papers  have  some  three  hundred  letters  cover¬ 
ing  campaign  activities  in  1879  and  188G.  A  copy  book  contains 
Parsons  #  replies  to  many  of  the  letters. 

In  189a,  at  the  age  of  seventy-five  Governor  John  P.  Alt- 
geld  appointed  him  president  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
Illinois  Soldiers  *  and  Sailors’  Home  at  Quincy,  an  office  which 
brought  him  much  pleasure  for  four  years. 

A  close  friend  and  business  associate  of  General  Parsons 
was  William  S.  Holman,  a  member  of  Congress  from  Indiana  for 
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thirty  years.  Utters  froa  Holman  to  Persons  are  numerous  and 
span  the  years  from  1856  to  1885. 

The  i arsons  Papers  contain  .any  letters  froa  his  brother 
ihilo  Parsons,  a  prominent  businessman  in  Detroit,  and  from  Levi, 
a  brother  engaged  in  the  produce  business  in  St.  Louis.
